The Uni cd States is no longer governed 
by fa r h. 
It is governed by fear. 
In no 
oilier field of the government’s activities is 
fear so wholly dominant as in foreign af­ 
fairs. 
Mr. Harding’s attitude of suspicion and 
hostility toward the Economic Conference 
is due in the main to timidity. It is a timi­ 
dity that centers in the capital rather than 
in the white house, but it has extended it­ 
self to LII the branches of the administra­ 
tion. 
What terrifies congress in particular is 
the Allied debt to the United States— not 
the debt itself but the 
discussion of the 
debt. 
This has become an obsession. 
The 
average senator 
and 
representative has 
managed somehow' to convince himself that 
if Lloyd George or M. Poincare were to 
mention this subject even casually in the 
presence of an 
American 
delegate 
the 
whole fabric of our institutions w*ould come 
tumbling about our heads. 
In particular 
he is convinced that if congress acquiesced 
iii the discussion 
an 
outraged 
populace 
would immediately overthrow congress. 
An economic conference 
in which the 
United States is not represented is not an 
economic 
conference 
except 
in 
name. 
There can be no general consideration of 
the economic stale of the w orld if the most 
powerful creditor nation is absent. 
Un­ 
less the United States goes to Genoa the 
other governments might as 
well stay 
home and save hotel bills. 
Nor would it 
be much ure for the United States to go 
unless it went 
wholeheartedly, 
with the 
sincere intention of doing all that it could 
to help stabilize confidence 
and 
credit, 
which are rile lifeblood of commerce and 
industry. 
Mr. Harding probably knowns this; Mr. 
Hoover certainly knows it; but the presi­ 
dent has so many troubles with congress 
that he dare not invite more, and the senti­ 
ment of congress is antagonistic to the eco­ 
nomic conference. 
Yet 
nothing 
is more 
cert in than that some day the United 
States will be obliged to discuss the Allied 
debt. 
Some day ii will be obliged to give 
serious con. ideration to the economic con­ 
ditio?! of Europe. Some day it will have to 
sub. .I ut a a positive policy for a negative 
pol :y. 
Whether the administration will 
arrive at that decision before it is too late 
is another matter. 
Whether congress will 
permit it to do anything constructive is still 
.-'ether matter, for congress is afraid of 
everything and everybody.

In America. Mr. Wilson's lips, for the pres­ 
ent at least, are sealed.
